New Varieties Recommended 
Since Ohio Agricultural Experi­ 
m ent Station test* have proved 
new varieties more productive in 
certain areas in which they are 
best adapted, they are now in­ 
cluded in this revised table of 
recommendations. 
Yicland oats, because of greater 
yield and disease 
resistance, is 
now recommended for every part 
of Ohio except the river-bottom 
lection. 
Recent test* of new hybrids are 
responsible for the revised com 
recommendations, especially in the 
southern section of the state. The 
corn hybrids are listed in the chart 
at the right, in the order of their 
m aturity groups, starting with the 
earliest. The length of the growing 
season of Ohio Certified hybrid 
seed com can be gauged by the 
letter usually preceding the num­ 
ber.

CAESAR LED VERCINGETORIX ACROSS THE 
ALPS IN CHAINS 


ONE OF THE EARLIEST Gallic chieftains to chal- 
lenge the pow er of Rome was Vercingetonx, who 
led a large number of tribes against Julius Cat­ 
har in 52 B. C. After a series of long battles and 
sieges, the Roman military leader defeated 
Vercingetorix near Dijon, France, and took him 
captive. As part of his punishment, Caesar led 
the Gaul over the snowy Alps bound in chains. 
After he was paraded at Caesar’s triumph in 45 
B C., Vercingetorix was finally put to death. 


NAPOLEON S LAST DAYS WERE A DREARY 
EXILE ON ST. HELENA 


THE TURMOIL AND WAR in Europe in the 19th 
Century was brought on by Napoleon’s lust for 
power. After his disastrous defeat at Water­ 
loo, British leaders placed him aboard the frig­ 
ate “Northumberland” and carried him with a 
small group to the island of St. Helena, off the 
coast of Africa. He arrived there on Oct. 15, 
1815. and spent the years until his death in 1821 
in talking over his past career, reading, garden­ 
ing. and riding about his small prison island. 


THE KAISER CHOPPED WOOD DURING HIS 
EXILE AT DOORN 


FOLLOWING THE DISASTER that struck his 
armies in 1918. Kaiser Wiihclm, II. stole away 
quie*ly to Holland one day before the Armis­ 
tice was signed. He was interned in a small 
castle at Doom and lived in complete retire­ 
ment from the world. During the peace nego­ 
tiations after World War I, there was much talk 
about demanding his extradition and punishing 
him for starting the war. Finally, after many 
rumors, the idea was completely abandoned. 


HITLER S FATE IS IN GREAT DOUBT NOW AS 
WAR NEARS END 


NOW THAT THE EUROPEAN WAR draws to a 
clim ax, speculation is rife as to what will be 
done with Adolf Hitler. According to the pres­ 
ent trend of thought, there is little likelihood 
that he will be sent into exile. Secretary of 
State Cordell Hull recently predicted that a lot 
of Nazis are going to be shot when the war ends.; 
Presumably the No. I candidate will be Hitler. 
The Secretary named him foremost on the list 
of the Nazi war criminals to be dealt with.

E s s e n tia lly th e y in d ic a te 
changes in the blood supply of the 
apparatus of equilibrium. The or­ 
gan of equilibrium is in the bones 
of the skull ju st behind the ears. 
It consists of three horseshoe 
shaped canals— technically known 
as the sem i-circular canals—which 
stand pointing in different direc­ 
tions, one upw ard, one to the side 
and one backward. 
They are filled with a fluid which 
moves as the head is moved and 
relays to our brain the news of 
w hat position the body is in. P rac­ 
tically everyone but senators and 
cabinet members can tell w hether 
he is standing up or lying down, 
or standing on his head, even if he 
has his eyes shut and is in the 
dark, and it is a very valuable and 
m ysterious function. 
Cannes of Dizziness 
When you whirl a person around 
rapidly the fluid in these canals 
swishes around so fast it gets out 
of control, and he staggers, cannot 
control the direction in which he 
is going and for a minute or two 
is lost. 
Drugs, notably old John Barley­ 
corn, notoriously do the same 
thing. 
Since these sem i-cireular canals 
are near the organ of hearing those 
who are beginning to have chronic 
progressive deafness may suffer 
from vertigo as the first symptom. 
Hut in others there are no dis­ 
turbances of the hearing mechan­ 
ism and we m ust ascribe the 
sensations of dizziness to the cen­ 
tral receiving organ in the brain. 
Undoubtedly this is due to changes 
in the arteries of the brain of a 
general process of hardening of 
the arteries all over the body. 
With such a theory in mind Dr. 
Maurice Eliaser, of the Army 
Medical Corps, has devised a trea t­ 
ment consisting of an elastic collar 
% of an inch in width with a hook 
and eye attachm ent to admit of 
ready adjustm ent and removal. 
This is tight enough to cause some 
engorgement of the blood vessels 
in the skull, but not enough to 
cause any shutting off of the blood 
supply going to the brain. 


Collar Beneficial 


He has tried it on a number of 
patients and it works. One man, 
49 years of age, had recurrent sen­ 
sations qf loss of equilibrium. They 
were noted most prominently on 
arising from bed in the morning, 


a common experience with all cases 
of vertigo. He was fitted With a 
collar of the character described 
and puts it on when he feels the 
need, sometimes leav.ng it on sev­ 
eral hours with complete relief of 
his symptoms. 
Maybe the old 
injunctions against tight-collars 
were wrong, e specially for thosa 
on the shady side of 40. 
The only bad s> mptoms observed 
from this treatm ent have been oc­ 
casional headaches. Most of the 
patients with a mild degree of in­ 
volvement an able to remove the 
collar in the afternoon. 
Certainly the treatm ent is sim­ 
ple and inexpensive enough to 
w arrant a trial anyhow. There is 
no place known to me where the 
collars can be purchased, but it 
would be easy to construct a home­ 
made affair, unle** the rubber 
shortage has extended to g arter 
materia). 


QUESTIONS AND ANSW ERS 


E. M. S.:—I had a fall six weeks 
ago and now ha. e what they call 
housemaid’s knee. Th* doctor told 
me it would wear off in a week, but 
there is still some fluid and the 
knee does not get any sm aller and 
still hurts. W hat ii your advice? 
Answer: There is always a tend­ 
ency to minimize a slight injury 
and say the result is a wrench or 
a sprain, or, as in thia caie, house­ 
maid's knee. As a m atter of record, 
little falls and injuries are just aa 
likely to cause fractures as severe 
ones and it is always advisable to 
have an Xray taken and see that 
no hones are chipped off, or dislo­ 
cations have occurred. 


L. D .:—Will you please tell me 
in detail what a basal metabolism 
test is ? 
Answer: It is perform ed by 
breathing oxygen from a tank. 
When this is done for half an hour 
a definite am ount of oxygen it 
used depending on height, weight 
and ag* . The amount an individual 
under test uses is compared to the 
normal for that height, weight and 
age. It is a test of the rate of oxy­ 
gen consumption, or metabolism. 
It is called basal because it is done 
with the patient lying in bed in a 
fasting state. Exercise, or utilizing 
food increases oxygen consump­ 
tion. The b a'sl me tabolism is more 
affected by the activity of the thy­ 
roid gland than anything else. 


A. C.:—W hat is cauliflower ear? 
Answer: Cauliflower ears are 
deformities due to scars resulting 
from the healing of ears after 
haem orrhages have occurred in 
the cartilage of the ear. The hae­ 
m orrhages occur when a rapidly 
moving body, such as a fist, im­ 
pinges upon the ear with sufficient 
force to rupture one of the blood 
vessels under the skin.

Paul Greets Corinthians 
Paul wrote to th# church he had 
founded in Corinth, "to them th a t 
are sanctified in Christ Jesus, 
called to be satn u , with all th at 
in avery place call upon the name 
of Jesus Christ our Lord, both 
theirs and ours. 
The church 
at Corinth 
was 
o re of the moat famous In the 
Roman world, founded by Taul on 
hi* second 
missionary Journey. 
P au ls words indicate a unity that 
bound together believer# every­ 
where. These men of Corinth w ert 
“called to be saint*,” because they 
were divinely called from w ithout 
as well as consecrated by their 
Inward conversion to C hristianity, 
In the 12th chapter of Corin­ 
thians, Paul speaks of the diver­ 
sity of gifts of these who m inister 
in the Christian church. Some 
have the gift of w isdom; some have 
knowledge, another m ay be abl# 
to work miraclas (or could in 


those days), but in al! the gifts list­ 
ed by Paul, nine in all, “w orketh 
that one and the selfsame spirit, 
dividing to every man severally aa 
he w ill. 
"For as the body is one. and hath 
m any members, and all the mem­ 
bers of th a t one body, being many, 
are one body; so also I* Christ.*' 
There are many diversities of 
opinion strictly on theology in th# 
Christian church, but if the Spirit 
of Christ work* through all, if all 
are united in His Spirit, trying 
c a i n his poor way to follow 
Him. all really sr* one. Ona man 
m ay 
be 
an 
eloquent 
speaker, 
preaching the word of God with 
power; another m ay not be so 
good as a preacher, but he will 
have the power to touch heart* 
becs'iae of hi* great wisdom, or 
his m inistry to those w’ho need 
him. Ju st ss our hand*, our feet, 
our head*, hearts, etc., are an 
part of our earthly bodies, each 
having its special task to perform , 
so each of there men add* hi* 
gift* to make a perfect, working 
whole in the churches of Christ.

Wa 
do not know why the church mem­ 
ber* in Jerusalem were particu­ 
larly in need of help a t this tim e, 
but Paul m n have thought th a t 
if these Gentile member# of th* 
church aent liberal aid to them . It 
would silence those who still be­ 
lieved th a t Gentiles should not ba 
adm itted to the church. He wa* 
the apostle of the Gentiles, you 
rem em ber 
At any rate. Paul pleads w ith 
the Corinthian* to give generous­ 
ly, “For ye know the arrace of our 
Lord Jesus Christ, that, though 
He wa* rich, yet for your sakes 
He became poor, that ye through

Some time before Secretary of 
State Hull went to the hospital. 
I plump, popular, placid Brazilian 
Ambassador C arlos Martins went 
down to the state department to 
see him. 
Usually Ambassador Martins is 
i the height of charm and suave gen­ 
iality No one would ever expect 
him to be tough. But he can be. 
And in talking to Secretary Hull. 
Ambassador Martins politely but 
coldly laid it on the line that Bra­ 
zil could rot live in close juxta­ 
position with her chief neighbor, 
Argentina, 
without 
exchanging 
ambassadors and being on speak­ 
ing terms. The situation would be 
similar to the United State# and 
Canada breaking diplomatic rela­ 
tions and refusing to speak to each 
other. Martins hinted. 
While Brazil doen not at all con­ 
cur with Argentina’s various do­ 
mestic policies, the ambassador 
made it clear that the Pan Amer­ 
ican nations should at least hold 
a meeting to reconsider their pev- 
ious policy of refusing Argentina 
recognition. 
Secretary Hull, thumping mad, 
turned Ambassador Martins down 
cold. 
Since then, it has developed that 
other Good Neighbors want to re­ 
cognize Argentina, or at least dis­ 
cuss the question of recognition- 
including Mexico. Venezuela and 
Colombia. 
This deadlock has now become 
the most serious diplomatic prob­ 
lem facing new Secretary of State 
Stettinius. It was also a primary’ 
factor in the President’* decision 
to appoint a new secretary of state. 
Our situation in regard to Latin 
America today is similar to that 
faced by Calvin Coolidge in 1927. 
Secretary of State Frank B. Kel­ 
logg had landed Marines in Nica­ 
ragua. had blasted Mexico with a 
series of not* s putting her “on trial 
before the world." As a result, all 
of Latin America was sympathetic 
with those two countries and seeth­ 
ing against us 
S* retary Kellogg could not re­ 
verse his policies without serious 
loss of prestige. Therefore. Cool­ 
idge shrewdly sent Henry L. Stim­ 
son to Nicaragua and Dwight Mor­ 
row to Mexico. They virtually took 
things out of Kellogg's hands, re­ 
vamped our entire policy. 
Roosevelt figured that a similar 
clean-cut new start would have to 
be made in our whole Pan Ameri­ 
can relations as far as Argentina 
was concerned. It could not have 
been done under Hull; it can now 
be done under Stettinius—though 
it will still be difficult.
